Changes 

The campus police force may 
undergo major changes in its 
operstions this fall under the 
direction of Joseph A, Oxley. 
asst, to the dean of students and 
recently appointed director of 
security. Mr. Oxley. a 25-year 
veleran of the FBI, said he 
would introduce the changes as 
he discovers a need for them. 

“When the time comes for 
change, students will be notified 
about a week in advance so thal 
the change will be fresh in their 
minds when it goes into effect,” 
he said. 

“T am not interested in talk- 
ing now about a change that 
will not go into effect until Dec- 
ember,’ he said. "I believe it is 
in the best interests of the stu- 
dents to announce these changes 
as we vo along.” 

Parking Rules Changed 

Mr. Oxley said he would like 
to eall students’ attention at this 
time to changes in the parking 
regulations. He cited 14 changes 
in these regulations, asking stu- 
dents to pay particular atten- 
tion to a clause stating that sec- 


ond time offenders for speeding 
‘will have their case reviewed by 
the University Traffic Commit- 
tee with a possible cancelling of 
the parking permit the result. 
Other changes include a $15 
fine for failure te report to the 
police within 24 hours of receipt 
of a white courlesy ticket and a

While Mr. Oxley will direct 
security, Chief Edward J. Ryan 
will remain as head of the force. 
It is believed that the present 17 
man force will be expanded. 

Dr. James and Thomas L. 
Green, dean of students, said 
they were opposed al this time 
to giving the university police 
the power of arrest. 

10 MPH Limit Set 

Besides the new speeding res- 
ulations and §15 white-ticket 
fine, other ehanges im the uni- 
versity traffie regulations are: 
students must register their 
cars annually rather than upon 
arrival, a special sticker will 
be issued for motorcycles, the 
maximum speed im parking lots 
has been set at 10 mph, passing 
is prohibited on all campus 
roads and pedestrian crossings, 
vehicles with student permits 
will not be allowed to drive 
through staff parking lots and 
regulations for towing areas 
have been spelled out more 
clearly.

Dr, Quinn “‘emphatically de- 
nied” he had asked for sueb a 
list. 

Questioned last week, Dean 
Spencer said there had been no 
real contradiction, “‘except in 
the language used."’ He said he 
had been in error in using the 
word “‘list.” 

“The atmosphere has been 
muddied considerably,”’ he said. 
““A cloud of suspicion has been 
thrown on people who I know 
acted in good faith.” 

He said he cooperated with 
Dr. Quinn's request to find out 
who would be demonstrating, 
and what their plans would he. 
But, he explained, “Dr. Quinn 
asked this in the spirit of rec- 
ognizing the rights of these peo- 
ple."’ 

The police received their or- 
ders late, he said, and the or- 
ders were conflicting, so what 
resulted at Pastore was "a very 
confusing situation.”
